THE SHIP RAILWAY. 

Suva Hcutia and New Brunswick Soon to 
be Connected. 

IfAhiFAX, N. S., Jan.:.10.— The ship 

r.iilway destined to conrey'ihips across 
i he isthmus Chigiiccto, a narrow neck of 
! ind joining the provinces of Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick, a distance 
of seventeen miles, is now nearing com- 
phaion. 'I'lie atitid track is the heaviest 
nude, and weighs 1 10 pounds to the 
yard. The tracks upon which tho cradle 
containing the vessel under transfer is 
placed are double, Tlie locomotives, 
two of which are used in drawing the 
vessels across the isthmus, are built on 
the same principle as the ordinary eii- 
giiios, Imt with much greater weight 
and power. Tlie vessels to be trans- 
ported are hoisted by Rydraulic power 
to tho basin of the track. The road- 
bed is in good condition.

To THK Editor : My attention has 
been directed to aoine roniarfes which 
Dr. Milne made at the coroner's inquest 
held concerninj/ the deatli of William 
Str-ndish, as reported in last Wednes- 
day's issue of the Times. Dr. Milne's 
remarks amount to this, tliat, iu his 
opinion, any oue found on the streets of 
Victoria who is supposed to bo sick, 
should immediately be dopcsited in the 
Royal Hospital, without exariiiimtiou by 
the niedicul atafl' of the Hospital, or 
permission frum the lioard of Director* 
who manage the institution. 

Victoria, as aU know, is a iimnicipiil- 
ity, with the powers and responsibilitiea 
of a municipality, when u person is 
found within its limits lying drunk or 
dying or injured, etc., it is the duty of 
tho municipality! through its officers (iu 
tho absence of rc'stives und friends), to 
take charge of such individual; the desti- 
tute poor of the city are also a charge on 
the city. Our nmnicipal authorities 
act as th'ougb "no sUcU responsibility ex. 
ists, but attempt invariably to wake tho 
provincial govermnent do their work for 
them. 

Neither the Royal hospital, nor its 
successor, the Jubilee ho'iiiital, is a 
municipal institution, neither is or will 
ho supported by the city, nor is it 
under its control in any manner. In 
every well-regulated city iick-wards, or 
cells, are attached to the city prison, 
persons found on the streets in such con- 
dition as Wm. StanJish are conveyed 
by the police to these sick wards, the 
cfty health ollicer (in the Cliao of Vic- 
toria Dr. Milne) is at once summoned, 
ho exaininea and treats the case, if sub- 
sequently it is found that the case is a 
lit one for udniiai*ion into a general hos- 
pital, application is made in the proper 
manner to the constituted aulhoritier. 
It is time the oity anilioritios woke 
up to a proper sense of duty 
in this matter and provided 
< the necessary acconmiodaticn, and gave 
the requisite instructions to tbo litulth 
officer as to liia .duties, inHlcad nf ut- 
.einpting to lay the. blame of their uwn 
faults on the management of tlin Royal 
Hospital. 

Another mutter of equi..l or i.till 
greater importance which i tt i.ih to re- 
till 



fer to is, that up to the pretent tiivio in 
Victoria the destitute poor of tho city 
and incurables have always boon foi.itoii 
on the Royal Iloanital, It is the duty 
of the municipwity to erect proper 
buildings for the accon.modntion of 
these unforunates, and to provide a 
proper staff to look sfter tbeiti. This 
class of the community have do more 
right to be in » bo«pital than they ha,vo 
to live iu the gaol, tbe lunalio asylum, 
or the publio' schools. 

In the old d»yB when .only the H. B. 
Co. and its employee's were hare, no 
doubt one building was made to accom- 
modate the sick, th« insane and crim- 
inaU. Victoria 's now a city, and it ia 
time she poAsessed the institutions per- 
taining to a city, amongst othen most 
decidedly a home for the Indigunt. Let 
tlie city council do its manifest duty.

Society liaa in tliesu days some \ar) 
diflicult problems to solve. yiieations 
have arisen which must be . discussod 
and settled. Nothing is gained but a 
good deal is lost by shirking them oi 
ignoring tliem. There is no use in try- 
ing £o put ofl' the evil day, if it is au 
evil day. It will comu whether we wial. 
it or not. The disturbing element ia al- 
ways at. work. Its efforts to bring obom 
the' ohnugea it desires arc unceasing. Ii 
will not do to meet it by a mere pas- 
sive resistance. Tho new leforniers ap- 
peal principally to men's feelings and to 
their interests. Those who believe thai 
tbey are niiatakeu and who are convinced 
that the changes which they are en- 
deavoring to bring about arc not re- 
forms must also appeal to the reason, 
the sentiment, and the intereata of thoii 
fellow-nien. Argument must be met by 
argument, and appeal by appeal. 



There are timid people who think that 
it is better to say nothing about some 
subjects. They would let the agitator 
have tho wliolo lield to himself rather 
than make wliat they cull "a disturb- 
ance" and "un.'jettle men's minils" by 
combatting what they believe to be dan- 
gerous errors. The consequeoce of this 
timid policy is that the agitator easily 
makes converts among the unthink- 
ing, and even those capable 
of reflection hearing nothing said 
against his fallaoioua argumenta and hi 
inaccurate statements, come to believe 
that nothing can be said against theiii 
and ia this way the ranks of the ^iscou- 
tlinted and the unsettled aro recruited, 
and the socialistic teacher becomes nior 
and more aggressive and more and moro 
dogmatic. He gets to believe that 
was born to be a regenerator of societ;^', 
and that the crude doctrines he has 
picked up and the half .truths that he 
has accepted, form a body 6t socii 
philosophy, the soundness of which im 
one is bold enough to question. Con 
verts to Henry (.icorgc's siialluw and di? 
honest theory, for instance, arc often 
apparently intelligent, earijest men, 
who. honestly believe that George's 
system of soci&l reform is infallible, ami 
that no one has yet succeeded in show- 
ing that it ia not a remedy for the pov- 
erty and misery with whicli society is 
afllicted. They believe this Ijccauae tlie 
answers to George's theories have not 
been put in such a shape as to be atti-ac- 
tive to and readily comprehensible hy 
those who have been deceived by his 
glowing promises and his plausible 
theories. 



In the same way the agitator who 
denounces every capitalist as a tyrant 
and an extortioner and tries to make 
every working man believe tliat lie is 
fleeced and ill-used by hia employer 
becomes, after a while, intolerably 
conceited. He, finding that he is not 
. oppoaed, uor his ipisstateinenta cor- 
rected nor the shallowness of bis theor- 
ies exposed, imagines himself a latter- 
day apo.4iUi who is preaching a, gospi l 
which will bring about the regeneration 
of society. 

What is wanted is a class of tcacher^ 
who will clearly and plainly show the 
people that the man who tries tp.^rc- 
judice labor against capital is an enemy 
to the working man and not his friend, 
that iuBtcad of l)ein}^ a reforjncr of so- 
ciety ho ia, as far as bis iiillucnce e.\ 
tends, ita deatroyer, that instead ol 
helping to bring about a golden age in 
which prosperity will be universal, he is 
working to disorganize society and U' 
undorniiiiu tliat respect fur law and 
order and that regard for tlie rights ol 
otliora which aro the foundation of all 
prosperity. 

There aro inauy mou in these days in 
every country who think to make tliem- 
selves popular by sel ling class againsi 
class. Their object is evidently li 
make tho iiiau wlio labors bclic\ u lliu; 
the man whose money gives liim Ih' 

I ohancn to earn wages is bis enemy. 
The mischief that such men do is incal- 
culable. Happily,, there is a very 
large class of working iheii who know 
that such teaching is mischievous. 
Their ex))erienco tells tlieni that then' 
are capitalists who arc not only noi 
tyr^DUi whose most cariieM 

desire Is to do what is fair and right by 
those whom they cnjploy. They sc.: 
clearly the nocesisit,' of caiiital uml 
Ubor working (.ogetimi' hand in hand. 

■SH'bey liave found tbat labor without 
capital oun <ln very little, and tliat 
capital without labor ia barren. They 
thorefoie doprcalu tin; aiitngoriism he- 

tweou tho woi-kingiiien and tho mou ot 



money, which bhe proftissional agitator 
ia endeiivoring to create and to aggra- 
vate, rhesa thinking wfjrking mm 
want </) 'henofit tho condition of them- 
selves and of tho class to which they be- 
long, but they see that to make enemies 
of the employers of labor and those 
who. supply the employers with funds 
is not the way to bring about a better 
state of things. Money is wanted to 
keep men at work in every branch of in- 
dustry. If tho supply of money fails 
there will be no work and no wages. 
But'if m,en of capital are treated by 
working men as enemies the time will 
^come when the money will not be forth- 
coming, and then the trouble will 
begin. 

It must never be forgotten that capi 
tal is always timid. As long as society 
runs , along ^smoothly,, and capital is 
reasonably certain of its returns, how- 

CI' small they may be, money will be 
furthcoming for all enterprises that 
afford a reasonable prospect of profit; 
but if society becomes convulsed, if dis- 
turbances arise, and if property becomes 
insecure, then .the niouey disappears as 
if by magic. Investments aro not made, 
business stagnates, and industries lan- 
guish. This causes loss of work and 
anxiety and suffering to the work- 
ihgman. The workingman, therefore, 
more than any other member of society, 
liaa an interest in preserving the peace 
md in giving men who have money 
reason to believe that society will not 
be disturbed by violent changes. 

Ther^ '•are workingmen who do not 
and'whfl ''H^,"o''See this. These men are 
perpetually growling and seeking for an 
occasion to quarrel with their employ- 
ers. This is the material on which the 
agitator works. These men are easily 
excited ; they arc noisy and they are 
inlolcnmt. At labor nicetings they out- 
talk the (juiet, thinking men, they hool 
down the man who advocates moderate 
measures, they, in fact, eternise a kind 
of terrorism over their fellow-workmen 
and bully them into doing what their 
better judgment tells them is wrong and 
fooliah. In this way an eneigetic in 
tolerapt minority often compels, as it 
were, a quiet majority to adopt ita mea- 
sures and follow its advice. And the 
profeasional agitator, who ia important 
only in troublous times ia nearly alway.s 
found among those who counsel violent 
and extreme measures. ...This, is to be 
deplored. The quiet men who advo- 
cate aoconiplisliing their, ends in a 
peaceful and regular manner who are 
guided hy reason and not by passion 
should be firmer ami more self- 
assertive. They should not, because 
they hate strife and are unwilling to ex- 
pose thenisclvea to undeserved reproacii 
refrain from resisting what they know 
to be unwise and improper. Thoj' 
should atand up for what tliey believe t 
be tho right, no matter who rages or 
how violent the storm of abuse that i 
directed againat tbein may be. 

Men of all ranks aud^ all vocatiou.-i 
should in tbesedays oppose actively what 
they believe to be false, economic doc- 
trine. In this direction lies the dange 
of the near future. Many people ur 
beginning to believe that they can by 
the uae of the rcniedie.i of economi. 
quacks cure society of all the evils witl 
widely it is. afflicted. ., .The prospect just 
now ia that they will greatly aggravate 
the ilia wliicli tVey profess t heniselve.-! 
able to cure. 

AT LAST. 

Hveryono in (Canada is pleased to heai 
that the American (jovernment baa 
drawn up a new extradition treaty, 
which it has submitted to the' Govern- 
ments of Great Britain and Canada. Tiic 
treaty, if it is at all 'reasonable/will be 
sure to be approved both in London and 
Ottawa. Canadians have felt indignant 
at and ashamed of the state of things 
that has been long in existence with l e- 
spoct to extraditioa between the United 
.States and Canada. They have beei. 
disgusted to see one country made the 
refuge of the thieves of the other. The 
new treaty, it is said,is much more com- 
prehensive than tho old one. It had 
neeil to be. The extradition treaty ne- 
gotiated in <Jreat liritain some t.woyears 
ago was rejected by the Senate because 
it was dLsapp'roved'iiy those who con- 
sidered that men who had attempted 
U) destroy life and property by dyna- 
naniito and ^other explosives in Great 
llritaiu or any of her possessions should 
he able to find au asylum in the United 
Statea. Whether the new treaty con- 
tains ,the provision that was. considered 
obnoxious in the old we have not heard, 
hut it ia certain that under it emblezzio 
mont will bo an extraditable crime. 
-After it has been sanctioned Amei'icai 
ilcfjiulting cashiers and treasurers muat 
look out for some other place to fly to 
than the Dominion of Canada. 

We are at a loss to see why a n 
who hnK committed u criminal oil'ense of 
any kind Ol. one side of the line siiouhl 
liud himjelf safe as uoon u.'i he crossed 
the border. There is a good reason 
why political otTendors of auother na- 
tion should be exeinpt from arrest on 
British aoil, but the immiiriifcy should 
end there. Tho American criminal, 
no matter what his oifenoo might 
he, ought not to Ije al.lo to find 
au asylum in Canada. N'cithei' 
should a Canadian crinuninal be able to 
got beyond the reaoh of justice by land- 
ing on American territory. If there are 
reasons for limiting the list of extradi- 
table criniiuul ullencea we have not been 
able to sue Ihoir fori;e. But an extra- 
dition treaty which brings even two or 
three more classes of ci-iminals within 
its scope will be welcoma to Canadians. 
There will he no fear of tho American 
treaty being refused the . aanctiou of 
either the Imperial or the Canadian 
lovcrmnent because some particular 
•hisa of criminals wiiosi; friends may 
lavc votes will be brought within its 
scope. Canadians have no pet crim- 
inals. They are not afraid to punish 
men who have been guilty of heinous 
crimes, no matter how much political 
influence their friends and sympathisers 
nuiy poasess. I'or this reason wo aro 
glad that the Americana have taken tho 
Initiative this time. The .Senate will 
not, we p/.eaumo, be likely to reject a 
treaty drawn up by tho , Harrison ad- 
ndslration. Still the United Statea 
Senate is not to be depended upon, it 
has been seen of lute years that it is in- 
tensely partisan. Its niaia object ap- 
pears to he to get votes and to keep 
votes tor tlio Republican Party. If, 
therefore, thnru in n cbono* of tho new, 



treaty klinnating any considerable mini- 
ber of \'oto»fe already in thci party or of 
otT'; lining others thot. there is a chance to 
convert, it is greatly t.) be feiirod that 
some excuse will bo found .for withhold- 
ing the senatorial sanction.

TuE temperance people of New 
Hanl^shiferhayo invented a new way to 
put^Wslfopl'^to' t^e liquor traflad Two 
years ago the State Legislature enacted 
a law proclaiming any building used for 
the sale of intoxicating drinks a nui- 
sance. The law could be [nit in opera- 
tion by twenty citizens calling upon tho 
State Attorney to .abate the nuisance. 
That official ^yas bound to comply with 
the demand'. of those twenty citizens. 
The Law and Order leagues in the towns 
of Manchester and Keene took upon 
themselves to declare all the hotels in 
them nuisances and to set the machinery 
of law at work to close them. This 
was done so efTcotually that both towns 
were without a hotel. The constitution- 
ality of the law was tested in the high- 
est appellate court in tho state and it 
was decided that it was perfectly sound 
in every respect. This is a roundabout 
way of accomplishing prohibition, but 
it appears to be efifective in ^ew 
Hampshire. 

^VouLI) it not be well for the Cor- 
poration to send some ouu to see how 
many open drains there are in the city ';

Fathers. They are hotbeds of ' disease. 
Those who live near them or have occa- 
sion to pass them once or twice a day 
may breathe in the germs of typhoid 
fever or diphtheria at any time.

Those drains should.- be covered 
A slight covering would do for the 
picseut. Anything would be better 
than leaving them open, advertising th» 
carelessness or the incapacity of the 
Corporation;

day following from 8 a. in. to 1 p. ni. ; and 
It ia further provided thatthe Council Bliall, 
In the month of December in each year, 
appoint a Iteturning Olilcer, and sliall also 
name Uie polling places and otherwise ar- 
rangeforthe holdingofthocomiug election; 
and it is further provldod that the polling. 
If any, at such election shall bo had and 
taken at such place or places a3 tlio,Conn- 
cU shall by By-Law appoint ; therefor.,', 

DE IT ENACTED by tlie Council of tho 
Corporation of Uie City of Victoria as 
follows :— 

1. The nomination of Candidates for tin- 
respeclivo olUcea of Mayor and Alderint-ii 
of the City of Victoria, shall take plaou at 
the City Hall in tho said City, on Monday 
the tlilrtoonth day of January, 1830. 

2. In case a poll shall be demanded at tho 
election of Mayor, the vote ot-the eletotors 
Ihoroon shall bo taken by ballot at the City 
Hall aforesaid, on Thursday tho sixteenth 
d ay of January aforesaid. 

3. In case a poll ahall lM) demanded at tho 
election ot Aldermen for any ward Uie vote 
of tho electors thereon shall bo taken by 
ballot on the day aforesaid at the respective 
places following, that ia to say— in Johnson 
street Ward at the City Uail aforesaid ; in 
Yatea street Ward at Uuriies' UuiUllug, 
Bastion H(;uiire, and in James Bay Ward ut 
the Hook and Ladder House. 

4. Sections C, 7, 8 and 9 ot the liy-Law 
cited lus the Municipal KlecUons UcKulalion 
and Ballot Act, 1KT5, and so much of tiu^ 
suhoduluH llierolo as are applicable shall be 
read with and form part of this By-Law.

'' To-day the congregation of St. Anil, 
row's Presbyttriau Church will worship 
for the first time in their new temple— 
the moat beautiful and imposing In Vic- 
toria — which adorns thu corner of 
Douglas and lirouglitoii streeta, 

The uced of a more eomuiodioiia and a 
uicre attractive place of worahip has 
long been felt by Rev. Mr. Muclcod'a 
congregation, and in August, 1888, a 
definite move toward the erection of a 
new church was made, the following 
resolution being passed at an enthusiaa- 
tio and largely attended meatiug of the 
church members : "Rksoi.vkd, That 
the plans recommonded by the building 
coiimiitteo for a new church be uilopted, 
ami H Hiibaoription list he at once 
opened, with tho uuderstandiug that 
the work of building is not t<i be pi'<> 
cecdcd with until two-thirds of 'the es- 
timalod cost bo subscribed." , 

Working upon this very senaiblo rosn- 
lution, the building ' committee, — com- 
posed of Hon. Jno. Robson, M08.SI-5. il. 
Fiulayson, J. Sinclair, T. McConiian 
and T. Al. Henderson, (elders) | Slessrs 
J. Hutoheaon, B. Gordon, p. B. Via- 
Micking, C. Spring, Archibald Car- 
iiiichaef, Vym. Whyto, A. B. Cray, H. 
F. Heisterman, 1). MqLean, J. Bryden, 
T. Moefatt and MoGreiror,.i(man«gors) j 
and Dr. Milns aqd Mr. E. B. Car- 
niiclmel, — at once called upon tho mem- 
bers, and received their subscriptions 
which soon totalled more than two- 
hiiila of theifirst estimate, }40,000. 

Tenders were invited upon Mr. But- 
tress rrimena' plans for a Scotch cas- 
leHated building with massive - corner 
tower, nnd-the contraot was finally 
awarded to Mr. Joshua Holland. _ The 
foundation stone was laid on the 7lh of 
March, 1889,-by Hon, John Roliaoii, the 
ceremonies being impoaing and impres- 
sive; and in April the work of building 
the new ehuroh commenced in earnest. 

A HANDHOMK KXTURIOU. • 

This morning TiiK Colonist prcicnts 
its readers with a handsome lithogrupliic 
view of the coaiploted edifico. Its ex- 
terior appearance is graceful, while mas- 
sive. Constructed throughout of the 
best quality of brick, an agreeable 
variety ia given by the trimmings of 
black. The best view of the structure 
is obtaiiutble from Douglas street, upon 
which is the main entrance. A.t the 
southern corner is a small circular tow- 
er, the top of which reaches tho level of 
the maintoof. At tho opposite coi ner, 
with a side frontage on Broiiglitmi 
street, is the main tower, 1'20 
feet in height, finished to 
correspond with the general de- 
sign of the church in tho Scotch castel- 
lated style; four turrets crown the cor- 
ners of the tower top. In tho tower 
provisions have been made for a lareo 
church clock, as well as for a cliinie 
bella, both of which it is expected will 
he put in before many months. 

llie main building's dimeiiaiomi are 
75x05 feet, while in the rear is a large 
addition containing otjucert, school ami 
lecture rooms, etc. A very imposing 
entrance is on Douglas street, thed uhl 
doors, side by aide, being three in iiiim 
ber, with polished granite slmft.i a' . 
carved caps. Over this eutrance are 
three memorial windows, two large 
semi-circular arched ones, nnd one cir- 
cular window above; all of w-liich arc to 
be filled with stained glass now being 
manufactured in Germany to the order 
of Mrs.Robt. Duusmuir. Thewindnwsare 
to be in mDuioriain of the late Hon. 
Kobort Dunsmuir, and will cost- in the 
neighborhood of $-1,000. At present 
they are filled in with plain glass until 
tho more beautiful, filling arrives from 
Germany, 

The other windows of th? church p ro- 
per are sixteen in nnmber; eight ou the 
ground and eighcon'i'the gallery floor. 
The glass is the very.best cathedral, de- 
licately tinted In assorted colors, and 
imported expressly from the works of 
t ieorge Farmwell& Sons, London. 

THE COSCKRT HAI.I>. 

In the rear of the main church liuild- 
ing, and attached to it, is a large con- 
cert or school room, with two class 
rooms, separated from the main hall by 
four lianging doors, ten feet square. 
Upeninij from the concert hall are two 
dressing or book rooms, close to tho 
platform which filb one end of tho 
room. 

Beneath the achool room, on the 
i;round floor are lecture room, ladies' 
parlor, vestry, library,' cJo«U rooms and 
convemcSMS,'.'. , - 

In the badement are kitohens, for use 
when socials are givsu, lavatories, etc. 
Here also are placed the three large hot 
air furnaces which heat the build ing ami 
which were supplied and plaeed in posi- 
tion by Messrs. .McLennan & McFecley. 
THK ClIL-RCll I'ltOI'Kti. 

The auditorium of the church is of a 
new order in this city. Thu seata are 
arranged in the amphi-thcatre style, 
radiating from the pulpit. Kvery seat is 
comfortilble, and aifords a good view of 
the pulpit and a good hearing of the 
speaker occupying it. The walls arc 
very handsomely plastered in rough 
stucco ; and the roof is arched 
so as to fonn a natural 
sounding board . The material 
cliiolly used iu its construction is light- 
[Kjli.slie.l wood; while the ornuinentivc 
hands are dark. Shields of Faith 'jover 
tho knees of the principal arches, while 
tlie four large ventilators which are 
placed in t'ne centre of the roof, arc 
carved in dark oak. 

The gallery which extends on tlirec 
aides of the building is a gratifying 
auccoss, being very comforlably ar- 
ningeil, and etiually jjood to ace and 
hear from. A graceful railing in cast 
iron, painted in two dark, rich colors 
and ornamented in gold, aurround'i tli3 
gallery. It, as well as the 
pillars beneath, were aupplled by the 
Albion Iron Works Co. from designs 
furnished by .\lr. Triineii. 

The exits' from tho church are five in 
number, and provide for the building 
lieiiig emptied in two miniiles if iieecs- 
sary. Four staircases arc found in 
ilfercnt parts of t\\c building; each 
l aceful in design and each adapted to 
ll.H position in the building. 

Tho seating arrangements of the 
church are especially convenient. Three 
hundred and fifty adults can be well 
provided for in the gallery, and four 
hundred and fifty on the ground floor. 

All the seats are neatly grained in 
ighl wood, and upholstered in crimson 
red, while thu church is carpeted in 
rim-son to match. The organ, placed 
behind the niiiii.sLer, is tho one formerly 
use, with the addition of a new triim- 
|iet slop. The organist doca not, how- 
ever, ail at tho instrument as before, he 
having been provided with ft, position In 
frniiL of and below tho pulpit.
